A  challenge  to  help  our  hobby  thrive

Entering  any  new  endeavor  can  be  intimidating.  What’s  equally  chal¬ 
lenging  can  be  taking  the  next  step  and  becoming  involved  and  en¬ 
gaged.  We  love  sharing  stories  of  people  who  have  stepped  up  to 
the  challenge  of  taking  their  interest  in  coins  and  numismatics  to  the 
next  level:  growing  the  hobby.  The  broadness  of  our  hobby  —  from 
the  first  ancient  issues  to  the  modern  era’s  coins,  paper  money,  to¬ 
kens,  medals  and  everything  in  between  —  provides  opportunities  for 
individuals  to  use  their  unique  skill  sets  to  keep  numismatics  strong. 
Our  Guest  Commentary  this  week  by  Andrew  Blinkiewicz  shows  how 
one  person  stepped  up  to  the  challenge.

Ernst  and  the  NNA's  registered 
agent  were  in  contact  with  the  IRS  in  March  to  address  the 
matter.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  steps 
be  made  to  reapply  for  status  from  the  IRS. 

NNA  1st  VP  Patrick  Milliken  said  that  as  the  NNA  YN  Director  he 
would  like  to  start  holding  YN  auction's  annually  in  Fremont  in 
conjunction  with  the  Fremont  Coin  Club  Show.  This  is  contin¬ 
gent  on  the  NNA  regaining  non-profit  status. 

Also,  a  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  the  NNA 
offer  Larry  Gibbs  in  Gering,  NE  the  opportunity  to  host  the 
2018  NNA  Show  in  Gering,  NE  in  the  fall  of  2018.

Keeping  an  aging  hobby  fresh  a  concern  for  both  fields 

How  do  you  keep  a  hobby  vibrant  and  fresh?  The  subject  was  tackled 
in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Wall  Street  Journal,  where  James  R.  Hagerty 
talked  about  the  issues  the  model  train  collecting  community  has  had 
in  the  past  decade  as  today’s  collectors  stop  participating  in  the  hobby 
with  nobody  to  replace  them.  The  parallels  between  model  trains  and 
coin  collecting  were  striking. 

Both  hobbies  are  generally  practiced  by  people  when  they  are  young 
and  then  picked  up  by  these  same  people  in  later  adulthood.  Both 
teach  valuable  skills.  In  creating  model  railroads,  people  learn  about 
carpentry,  electricity,  painting  skills,  and  the  history  and  development 
of  trains  and  railroads,  while  coin  collecting  engages  an  interest  in  his¬ 


tory,  economics,  organization,  and  the  practice  of  sharpening  observa¬ 
tional  skills.  But,  sadly,  as  Hagerty  pointed  out,  "Once  thought  of  as

every  boy’s  dream  toy,  model  trains  have  become  a  domain  mainly 
for  old  men.  At  clubs  devoted  to  the  hobby,  members  below  60  years 
old  are  the  young  bucks.”  Ever  been  to  a  coin  club  lately?  The  same 
is  true  for  many  coin  clubs  around  the  country. 

Sure,  the  friendly  fictional  steam  locomotive  Thomas  the  Tank  re¬ 
mains  popular,  but  train  aficionados  are  concerned  that  young  people 
aren’t  taking  up  model  railroading  as  a  lifetime  hobby.  Those  pro¬ 
moting  the  train  hobby  point  to  rapidly  changing  technology,  where 
computerized  controls  are  common  and  users  can  download  train

sounds.  Model  train  manufacturer  stalwart  Lionel  continues  to  adapt  its 
products  to  the  interests  of  young  people,  creating  tracks  more  like  roll¬ 
er-coasters,  and  futuristic  trains.  Howard  Hitchcock,  chief  executive  of 
Lionel,  said,  "We  have  to  come  up  with  things  that  jazz  up  the  kids  of 
today.” 

Mints  around  the  world  are  trying  to  create  innovative  coins  at  various 
price  levels  to  capture  the  interests  of  young  people  and  new  buyers, 
incorporating  clever  designs,  popular  subjects  and  minting  innovations 
to  attract  new  buyers.  Only  time  will  tell  if  these  efforts  succeed  in 
sparking  a  long-term  interest  in  coin  collecting.  How  will  young  people 
be  introduced  to  coin  collecting  today  to  protect  the  value  of  rare  coin 
investments?  After  all,  a  coin  is  only  worth  what  someone  is  willing  to 
pay  for  it,  and  for  a  market  to  be  viable,  there  has  to  be  a  broad  mix  of 
buyers  and  sellers.

VOUNG  NUMISMATIST  TAKES  PLUNGE  INTO  MICHIGAN 
HOBBV  LEADERSHIP 

When  looking  at  the  select  inch- 
viduals  who  have  been  elected 
to  run  the  many  numismatic  or¬ 
ganizations,  one  generally  sees 
older  men.  These  individuals 
have  usually  achieved  name  or 
facial  recognition  related  to 
their  contributions  to  the  hob¬ 
by.

I  have  been  elected  to 
one  of  the  12  MSNS  Board  of  Directors  positions  for  the  2015  to 
2017  term.  At  18  years  young,  I  am  the  youngest  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  member  for  MSNS  in  its  58-year  history.

I  became  involved  with  numismatic  leadership  when  I  was  asked 
by  my  local  club’s  president  to  sit  in  on  the  board  meeting  as  an 
executive  appointment  about  two  years  ago.  Since  then,  I  have 
become  a  key  member  of  my  club’s  leadership  structure  and  was 
recently  elected  to  the  position  of  librarian. 

Becoming  involved  in  our  hobby’s  leadership  is  something  that 
feels  comfortable  to  me  because  I  have  served  in  various  leader¬ 
ship  roles  throughout  my  high  school  career,  such  as  being  the 
current  treasurer  of  my  senior  class’s  executive  board,  as  well  as 
captain  of  the  men's  varsity  tennis  and  golf  teams. 

Also,  I  feel  that  the  leadership  of  numismatic  organizations 
should  be  rather  representative  of  the  geographic  location  of  the 
collectors  represented.  Being  from  the  southwestern  part  of  Mich¬ 
igan  (Kalamazoo),  I  felt  that  it  was  time  for  someone  to  represent 
this  area  and  once  again  be  on  the  board  of  directors. 

Being  involved  in  hobby  leadership  feels  great  because  it  gives 
me  the  opportunity  to  shape  the  direction  of  our  hobby  from  the 
“club”  perspective.

enough  to  have  positive  prior  relationships  with  many  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  board  members  who  have  all  expressed  kind  words  in  re¬ 
gards  to  me  running  for  the  board  and  how  I  should  act  and  what 
will  be  expected  of  me  now  that  I  am  on  the  board. 

With  society  moving  into  the  digital  age,  I  fear  that  numismatics 
and  other  hobbies  that  have  relied  so  heavily  on  literature  and 
word  of  mouth  will  be,  in  a  sense,  “left  behind.”  Although  our 
hobby  is  moving  in  the  right  direction  at  the  very  high  end  part 
of  the  collector  market,  the  educational  aspect  and  the  more  gen¬ 
eral  collectors  have  yet  to  embrace  technology  in  the  hobby, 
which  isn't  a  good  thing  because  the  general  collectors  demo¬ 
graphic  makes  up  the  largest  portion  of  people  involved  in  nu¬ 
mismatics. 

Finally,  organizations  must  try  diligently  to  bring  new  people 
into  the  hobby;  I  believe  in  doing  so,  the  missing  technology 
piece  of  the  hobby  will  fix  itself.  Also,  the  numismatic  commu¬ 
nity  as  a  whole  must  be  willing  to  stand  behind  the  youth  who 
do  try  to  enter  the  hobby  on  whatever  level.  Too  many  times  I 
have  seen  YNs  being  shunned  because  we  are  believed  to  not  be 
capable.
